Place  one  incandescent  on  corner  ot  Pleasant  and 
Mill  over  fire  alarm  box,  one  on  ( orner  of  Pleasant  anil 
Stanwood,  and  distribute  eighteen  other  incandescents 
along  Pleasant  street  between  tiij)  of  Powder  House  hill 
and  (-orporation  limit. 

High  and  Cushing  streets.  Remove  arc.  Place  t>ne  incandes- 
<enl  on  same  location.  Add  one  incandescent  on  High 
street. 

C'umberlaiid  above  Union.     Distiibute  four  incandescents. 
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Gushing  and  Dunning  streets.     Trim  trees  near  arc.    Place  one 

incandescent  in  middle  of  Dunning  street. 
Gushing  and  Mill  streets.     Lower  arc  on  mast  arm. 
Noble  street.     Remove  arc  and  distribute  fiv^e  incandescents 

along  this  street. 

Our  intention  in  making  these  suggestions  has  been  to  keep 
the  cost  of  lighting  to  the  present  expenditure,  to  serve  the 
public  rather  than  the  individual  and  to  light  the  sidewalks  in 
preference  to  the  roadways. 

These  changes  and  substitutions  were  submitted  to  the 
Electric  Light  and  Power  Co.  and  we  herewith  pubhsh  their 
reply.

I  have  your  letter  of  Oct.  20th,  and  also  copy  of  the  re- 
port of  changes  in  the  street  lighting  as  proposed  by  Mr.  Linn 
B.  Abbott,  Engineer. 

These  changes  are  so  radical  that  it  would  seem  to  abrogate 
our  present  contract.  You  ask  for  the  removal  of  21  arc 
lamps  and  the  substitution  therefor  of  105  32-candlepower 
lamps,  and  the  change  in  location  of  a  number  of  arc  lights  as 
well. 

We  have  estimated  that  to  make  the  changes  recommended 
by  Mr.  Abbott  would  cost  the  Brunswick  Electric  Light  and 
Power  Company  something  rising  ^1,000.00. 

Would  it  not  be  better  for  the  Town  of  Brunswick,  at  this 
time,  to  consider  making  a  new  contract  with  the  Brunswick 
Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  for  a  period  of  five  years. 
We  would  be  glad  to  take  it  up  tvith  you  on  this  basis.  It 
would  seem  to  me  that  in  event  oY  these  changes  being  made, 
that  the  present  contract  would  have  to  be  annulled,  and  * 
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authority  given  for  the  changes  to  be  made,  as  the  contract  now 
specifically  states  so  many  arc  lamps  at  such  locations  at  a  stip- 
ulated price  of  so  much  per  arc  lamp. 
Please  give  this  your  consideration. 


Since  receiving  their  reply  the  Electric  Light  and  Power 
Co.  have  seen  fit  to  make  the  changes  asked  on  Cumberland 
and  High  streets  and  we  believe  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Com- 
pany to  continue  making  these  changes  as  recommended  and  if 
these  changes  are  made  we  can  see  no  need  of  establishing  any 
more  lights  in  the  territory  covered  by  this  report.

Report  of  Librarian. 

The  following  report  will  give  a  slight  idea  of  the  usefulness 
of  the  library  to  the  Town  of  Brunswick  during  the  past  year. 
Frequent  visitors  to  the  library,  who  appreciate  its  home-likeness, 
the  freedom  of  access  to  its  books,  its  })leasant  reading  rooms 
filled  with  books,  magazines  and  pa})ers,  and  the  opportunity  it 
offers  to  greet  one's  friends,  can  realize  fully  how  necessary  it  is 
to  our  community.  It  needs  more  books  and  more  assistance  to 
make  it  the  real  power  it  should  be  in  our  Town,  yet  its  work  is 
important  as  the  statistics  will  show.  The  children's  room  and 
its  books  grow  more  and  more  desirable  to  them.  As  a  wholesome 
l)lace  of  entertainment  for  tliem  its  value  is  very  great.  Many 
of  the  residents  of  our  large  town  are  not  able  to  use  the  library 
on  account  of  its  distanc-e  from  their  homes.  As  a  i)ractical 
remedy  for  this  loss,  books  are  jjlaccd  in  liouscholds  in  various 
parts  of  the  town  from  which  tliey  may  bo  borrowed  by  the 
neighbors.  284  volumes  were  distributed  in  tliis  manner  during 
tlie  year.  Many  niaga/iiies  ha\e  been  given  away  ami  passed 
from  one  home  to  anollier.  Since  March.  1909,  the  teachers 
and  i)Upils  of  tiie  'l"oi)sli;uii  schools  have  had  the  use  of  the 
lil)rary.  'I'hey  fiiid  pleasure  mikI  profit  in  this  arrangeiueul. 
98  j)crsoiis  arc  using  the  ln)oks. 
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2, 7 16  people  have  applied  for  books  since  December,  1904; 
372  since  February  i,  1909.  Three  hundred  volumes  have 
been  purchased;  of  these,  154  are  fiction,  85  miscellaneous,  61 
for  boys  and  girls;  and  34  added  by  the  binding  of  magazines, 
145  volumes  presented,  80  of  them  from  the  high  school  library 
There  are  12,000  volumes  in  the  library.  117  books  have  been 
rebound.  2  books  lost.  About  800  volumes  are  in  constant 
circulation.  The  Hbrary  was  open  during  302  days.  27,001 
volumes  lent  during  the  year,  not  including  the  284  books 
lent  in  the  form  of  small  libraries,  an  increase  of  3,055  over 
the  preceding  year.  Of  these,  15,015  were  fiction,  7,061 
juvenile,  555  bound  magazines,  1,545  magazines,  283  history, 
421  biography,  706  travel,  614  Hterature,  413  miscellaneous, 
368  arts  and  sciences.  The  largest  number  lent  in  a  day  276, 
in  a  week  636,  in  a  month  2,559.  Average  number  per  day 
89.

The  testing  of  milk  as  described  in  the  reporcs  of  1908  and 
1909  has  been  continued  during  the  past  year.  The  number 
of  analyses  made  since  February  20,  1909,  is  184.  Of  this 
number  122  were  analyses  of  samples  taken  from  the  carts  of 
milk  dealers.  The  improvement  in  the  Brunswick  milk  supply 
during  the  past  three  years  is  best  shown  by  the  following  table 
of  the  average  results  of  analyses  as  regards  butter  fat  and  bac- 
teria. Only  sam])les  taken  by  the  ins])ector  from  the  carts  or 
])laces  of  business  of  milk  dealers  are  included  in  the  averages.

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It  will  be  noticed  that  the  average  percentage  of  fat  considerably 
exceeds  the  State  recjuirement  which  is  3^  percent.  The  num- 
ber of  bacteria  is  taken  to  indicate  roughly  the  cleanliness  of  the 
milk.  Maine  has  no  law  fixing  the  standard  for  bacteria  but  it 
has  been  the  practice  of  the  insi)ector  to  notify  the  dealers  when- 
ever the  bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter  exceeds  500,000.  The 
standard  for  the  number  of  bacteria  should  be  much  lower  than 
this.  The  generally  accepted  standard  for  certified  milk  jjrovides 
that  the  bacteria  shall  not  exceed  10,000  per  cubic  centimeter. 
While  the  bacterial  count  of  the  Brunswick  milk  supply  is  much 
higher  than  it  should  be,  it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  it  is  less 
than  one-seventh  of  what  it  was  in  1907.  I  believe  that  much 
of  the  improvement  in  this  particular  is  due  to  the  adoption  by 
the  milk  dealers  of  the  suggestions  of  Dr.  G.  M.  Whittaker,  the 
United  States  inspector  who  visited  Brunswick  in  June,  1908. 
In  1908  and  1909  I  recommended  in  my  reports: — 

1.  That  no  person  be  allowed  to  sell  milk  in  Brunswick  without 

a  license  from  the  board  of  selectmen. 

2.  That  no  license  be  given  to  any  dealer  whose  cows  have  not 

been  tested  by  the  tuberculin  test. 

The  first  recommendation  has  been  met  to  a  certain  extent 
by  the  new  State  law  rcMpiiring  all  milk  dealers  to  register  willi 
the  Maine  department  of  agriculture. 

Much  of  the  I>runsvvick  milk  supply  comes  from  cows  that 
have  not  been  tuberculin  tested.  The  numl)er  of  milk  dealers, 
however,  who  are  voluntarily  having  their  cows  lestetl,  is  in- 
creasing. Iu)ll()\ving  is  a  list  of  those  who  have  had  their  cows 
tested  since  January,  1909.
